Apparently the Bank of England 
agree* to hold oneHftf th of its reserve in 
silver, which it is permitted to do by 
nn act of parliament of 1844. In reality 
it agrees to do so only under condition* 
as difficult of realization a* if it had said 
"when the sun turns back-ward in it* 
course." These conditions are that 
tbe French mint shall "be again opened 
to the free coinage of silver, and that 
the prices at which silver is procurable 
and salable are satisfactory." 

Franc© could hardly open her mints 
at any other ratio than her old one of 
16H, It is practically ceptain that her 
civilization is too far advanced for her 
to attempt free coinage at 15V t to 1 
when the present rutlo is about M to 1. 

When "the prices at which silver is 
procurable and salable are satisfac- 
tory" may mean anything. As tihe 
Dank of England cannot use silver in re- 
demption of its notes it can afford tc 
buy silver only when it can be ex- 
changed for gold withov risk of loss. 
Of course, if France had freecoinoge at 
a fixed ratio the Dank of England could 
easily and quickly realize on its silver

Hot .Springs, Ark., Nov. ».— A fire 
with frightful results occurred here 
Monday morning at 1 o'clock.

The building was a 
three story brick, and Mr. Erhart *s 
family occupied the third floor as a 
residence.
